T his Year there will be five EcUpfes, to wit, three 
of tne Sun, and two of the Moon; they will hap- 
pen in the following Order, 

The Firft is a total Eclipfe of the Moon, on Friday, 
June thQ 8th, near 4 a Clock in the Afternoon ; there- 
fore invifible here. 

The Second is a fmall Eclipfe of the Sun, on Friday, 
the 2zd oi June, about Two in the Afternoon ; but it 
cannot be feen here, on Account of the Moon’s great 
South Latitude. 

^ The Third is likewife a folar Defed, on Saturday, 

1 7th of November, at 8 a Clock at Night, invifible here. 

The Fourth is a great and total Eclipfe of the Moon, 
on Adyent Sunday, the 2d of December, early in the 
Morning, and yifible here, if the Air be clear ; the 
Times of the principal Appearances of this Eclipfe are as 


follows:
